Through their long-established channels of communica- 
tion, both formal and informal, Subcommittee members maintain a 
continuing critical review qf intelligence needs and intelligence 
research on Bino-Soviet Bloc trade.

Soviet trade data in an IBM system, Bloc trade agreements informa- 
tion, which formerly was maintained by the Department of State and 
is now machine-coded on a eurrent basis by CIA, is provided on request 
to Subcommittee member agencies. 


7. Projects Undertaken at the Request of the EIC or Proposed 
to the EIC 


The Subcommittee prepared, jointly with the Subcommittee 
on fransportation, EIC-R16-85, A Summary of the International Trade 
and Transport of Comaunist China in ieee 


In addition a paper entitled Recent Trends in Soviet 
Foreign Trade, which was requested by the EIC, was drafted by CTA in 
consultation with the State and Commerce members of the Subcomunittee. 
This paper will be published as an ORR Economic Intelligence Memoran- 
dum in early FY 1965.

9, Special Coordination Functions of the Subcommittee 


a he Subcommittee continued to advise the USIB Committee 
on Exchanges,. and provided extensive support to the members of the 
WS trade delegation prior to their visit to the USSR in mid-1963.

Because of the continually used channels of communication 
that have been established among Subcommittee members in past years, 
an effective and harmonious system'exists for coordinating intelligence 
on matters of mutual interest in the field of international trade.
